49 Code of Federal Regulations section 172.504, as adopted by the department 19 
pursuant to chapter 14 of this title. IN THE FURTHERANCE OF A COMMERCIAL 20 
ENTERPRISE, THAT IS A COMMERCIAL MOTOR VEHICLE AS DEFINED IN SECTION 28-5201 21 
AND THAT IS NOT EXEMPT FROM GROSS WEIGHT FEES AS PRESCRIBED IN SECTION 22 
28-5432, SUBSECTION B. 23 

2.  "Controlled access highway" means a highway, street or roadway to 24 
or from which owners or occupants of abutting lands and other persons have no 25 
legal right of access except at such points only and in the manner determined 26 
by the public authority that has jurisdiction over the highway, street or 27 
roadway. 28 

3.  "Crosswalk" means: 29 
(a)  That part of a roadway at an intersection included within the 30 

prolongations or connections of the lateral lines of the sidewalks on 31 
opposite sides of the highway measured from the curbs or, in absence of 32 
curbs, from the edges of the traversable roadway.

(b)  Any portion of a roadway at an intersection or elsewhere that is 34 
distinctly indicated for pedestrian crossing by lines or other markings on 35 
the surface.

4.  "Escort vehicle" means a vehicle that is required pursuant to rules 37 
adopted by the department to escort motor vehicles or combinations of 38 
vehicles that require issuance of a permit pursuant to article 18 or 19 of 39 
this chapter for operation on the highways of this state.

5.  "Explosives" means any chemical compound, mixture or device that is 41 
commonly used or intended for the purpose of producing an explosion and that 42 
is defined in 49 Code of Federal Regulations part 173. 43 
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6.  "Flammable liquid" means any liquid that has a flash point of less 1 
than one hundred degrees Fahrenheit and that is defined in 49 Code of Federal 2 
Regulations section 173.120. 3 

7.  "Gross weight" means the weight of a vehicle without a load plus 4 
the weight of any load on the vehicle. 5 

8.  "Intersection" means the area embraced within the prolongation or 6 
connection of the lateral curb lines, or if none, the lateral boundary lines 7 
of the roadways of two highways that join one another at, or approximately 8 
at, right angles, or the area within which vehicles traveling on different 9 
highways joining at any other angle may come in conflict.  If a highway 10 
includes two roadways thirty or more feet apart, each crossing of each 11 
roadway of the divided highway by an intersecting highway is a separate 12 
intersection.  If the intersecting highway also includes two roadways thirty 13 
or more feet apart, each crossing of two roadways of the highways is a 14 
separate intersection. 15 

9.  "License" means any license, temporary instruction permit or 16 
temporary license issued under the laws of this state or any other state that 17 
pertain to the licensing of persons to operate motor vehicles. 18 

10.  "Motorized wheelchair" means any self-propelled wheelchair that is 19 
used by a person for mobility. 20 

11.  "Official traffic control device" means any sign, signal, marking 21 
or device that is not inconsistent with this chapter and that is placed or 22 
erected by authority of a public body or official having jurisdiction for the 23 
purpose of regulating, warning or guiding traffic. 24 

12.  "Park", if prohibited, means the standing of a vehicle, whether 25 
occupied or not, otherwise than temporarily for the purpose of and while 26 
actually engaged in loading or unloading.

13.  "Photo enforcement system" means a device substantially consisting 28 
of a radar unit or sensor linked to a camera or other recording device that 29 
produces one or more photographs, microphotographs, videotapes or digital or 30 
other recorded images of a vehicle's license plate for the purpose of 31 
identifying violators of articles 3 and 6 of this chapter.

14.  "Pneumatic tire" means a tire in which compressed air is designed 33 
to support the load.

15.  "Pole trailer" means a vehicle that is all of the following: 35

vehicle by means of a reach or pole or by being boomed or otherwise secured 38 
to the towing vehicle.

18.  "Railroad" means a carrier of persons or property on cars operated 5 
on stationary rails. 6 

19.  "Railroad sign or signal" means a sign, signal or device erected by 7 
authority of a public body or official or by a railroad and intended to give 8 
notice of the presence of railroad tracks or the approach of a railroad 9 
train. 10 

20.  "Railroad train" means a steam engine or any electric or other 11 
motor that is with or without cars coupled to the steam engine or electric or 12 
other motor and that is operated on rails.

21.  "Roadway" means that portion of a highway that is improved, 14 
designed or ordinarily used for vehicular travel, exclusive of the berm or 15 
shoulder. If a highway includes two or more separate roadways, roadway refers 16 
to any such roadway separately but not to all such roadways collectively.

22.  "Safety zone" means the area or space that is both: 18 
(a)  Officially set apart within a roadway for the exclusive use of 19

23.  "Sidewalk" means that portion of a street that is between the curb 23 

lines or the lateral lines of a roadway and the adjacent property lines and 24 
that is intended for the use of pedestrians.

4.  A vehicle that is owned and operated only for government purposes 30 
by a foreign government, a consul or any other official representative of a 31 
foreign government, by the United States, by a state or political subdivision 32 
of a state or by an Indian tribal government. 33 

5.  A motor vehicle that is privately owned and operated exclusively as 34 
a school bus pursuant to a contract with a school district.  If a privately 35 
owned and operated school bus is temporarily operated for purposes other than 36 
those prescribed in the definition of school bus in section 28-101, the 37 
registering officer shall assess and collect a monthly gross weight fee equal 38 
to one-tenth of the annual gross weight fee prescribed by section 28-5433 for 39 
each calendar month that the motor vehicle is so operated in this state.  The 40 
registering officer shall not apportion the gross weight fee for a fraction 41 
of a calendar month.  42 
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
